GENERAL OPERATION RULES
POSTTION AND ANTI-COLLISTON IIGHT REQUIRRMENTS

The continuing inerease in air traffic density and the advent of aircraft capable of appreciably
higher speeds than heretofore sttained demand further improvement in the exterior lighting of sircraft.
Experience with the use of anti-collision lights on large airplanes has shown thal & significant in-
crease in the conspicuity of alrcraft can be attained with guweh lights during night operations, The
currently effective provisions of Part 43 of the Civil Air Regulations require the ingtallation of an
approved anti-collision light only on large eircraft operated at night.

When the Board promulgated regulations requiring anbi-collision lights on large direraft, it
indicated that additional study was being given to the possibility of requiring generally similar types
of lights for small aireraft. This amendment, which requires anti-collision lights for the night
operation of newly certificated small aircraft, reflects the initial results of such additional study
by the Board. Experience gained under this amendmeni slong with results of continued studies should
provide & basis for possible regulatory action in the future with respect to requiring anti-—eollision
lights on all small aircraft.

In view of the foregoing, and since there are no requirements in the operating parts of the
regulations to require small sircraft to install enti-collision lights, the Board le amending ¥ 43.30
(b) (3) to require thelr uyse on all small sireraft for which such lights are regquired in conjunction
with their certification, i.e., 81l amall sircraft for which application for fype certification is
made after the effective date of this amendment.,

Since there are no specifications for anti-cellision lights in Parts 3 and 6 of the Civil Aidr
Regulations, amendments to these parts are being promlgated concurrently to provide a basis of
approvael for such lights as are required by this amsndment. Aireraft not affected by this amendment
may continue %o use or install existing spproved anti-collision lights or, optionally, may install
anti—collision lights conforming with the new specifications in Parts 3 and 6.

Interested persons have been afforded an opportunity te participate in the msking of this smend-
ment (21 F.R, 338d), and due consideration bas been glven to all relevant matter presented.

In consideration of the foregoing, the Civil Aeronmantics Board hereby amends Fart 43 of the Civil
Adr Regulations (14 CFR Part 43, as amended) effective April 1, 1957.

By amending § 43.30 (b) (3) to read as follows:

. 43.30 Instruments end equipment for NG powered aireraft or powered sireraft with standard
airworthiness certificateg. # # #

(b) Contact flight rules (night}. # * =

(3) An approved anti-collision 1ight systen for airerafi having a maximum certificated
welght of more than 12,500 pounds and for all aireraft which are required to ha—e anti-collision lipght
systems installed by the terms of their airworthiness certificate; except that, in the event of fail-
ure of any light of such syatem, the agireraft may continue flight to the next stop where repairs or
replacements can be made without wndue delay.,
